- Letter Written After 
Apparently Incorrect 
Identification of 
Guard Was Laid to 


‘Clerical Error.’ 


John H. Young, $375-a-month 
bookkeeper in the office 
Sheriff Orion J. Litzinger of 
St. Louis county, has submit- 
ted a letter of resignation from 
the position, he told the Post- 
Dispatch today. 


The letter was written about 
a week after Hale W. Brown, 
Litzinger’s lawyer, blamed an 
unidentified bookkeeper for 
making a “clerical error” 
the apparently incorrect identi- 
fication of a guard who accom- 
panied the Sheriff on trips to 
Los Angeles, Calif., and Jack- 
son, Mich., to return bail jump- 
ers. 

Young, who was employed in 
the sheriff's office when Litz- 
inger began his term last Jan. 
1, refused to make public con- 
tents of the letter or to reveal 
why he is quitting. He said he 
did not know whether his of- 
fer to resign had been ac- 
cepted. 

Sheriff Litzinger was un- 
available for comment on the 
letter of resignation.

Transit Spokesman Says 
Volume of Business 
Is 8 Pct. Below Year 
Ago. 


Directors of St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. today reduged 
the 35-cent quarterly dividend 
on the Class A common stock, 
which has been in effect since 
December 1952, to 25 cents as 
a result of a lowered volume 
of business and higher operat- 
ing costs. 

The dividend is pavable Dec 
13 to stockholders of record on 
Dec. 5. 

A spokesman for the com- 
pany said the present volume 
of business was about 8 per 
cent less than that of a year 
ago Until early September, 
when students resume use of 
the busses and street cars and 
a normal pickup in business is 
expected, passenger volume 
had been about 4% to 5 per 
cent below that of the year 
before. However, the fall in- 
crease was smaller this year 
than in previous years, he said 

Under the company’s labor 
contract with its operating em- 
ployes, wages were increased 5 
cents an hour last March | and 
another 5 cents last Sept. |! 
The higher costs, combined 
with reduced riding, have low- 
ered earnings, the spokesman 
said. 

For the first 10 months this 
year, the company earned about 
$600,000 after taxes, he said. 
This compares with $750,000 
for the similar period in 1956, 


a decrease of 20 per cent

CHICAGO, Nov. 21 


Dulles said last night that 
forces of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization would “al- 
most certainly fight back” with- 
out waiting for a declaration 
of war, if attacked in the field. 
Dulles told reporters such a 
decision would be made on the 
spot by field commanders. He 
said the attack “almost certain- 
ly would involve American 
troops because the NATO 
forces are so intermingled.” 


Fire certainly would be re- 
turned, he added, “if it were 
something comparable to Pear] 
Harbor, say.” 

The remarks arose from a 
question as to what would be 
the “time for decision” in the 
event of a posible atomic at- 
tack on NATO forces. 


Talks Before Speech. 


The news conference preced- 
ed an extemporaneous speech 
by Dulles at a meeting of the 
Council on Foreign Relations. 

Dulles made these other 
points in answer to questions: 

American atomic weapons 
now being stockpiled in 
Europe will remain under 
American control 

Prospects “are not rosy” 
for an arms limitation agree- 
ment with Russia. 

The organization of a pro- 
Communist government in 
Syria “is a disturbing fact” 
but he does not consider it a 
sign of failure of the Ejisen- 
hower Doctrine for stabiliza- 
tion of the Mideast. 

The United States always 
has maintained the “initi- 
ative’ over Russia and will 
continue to do so. 

He has reached an agree- 
ment with French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau 
about American arms to Tu- 
nisia. There was no elabor- 
ation. 


Value of Satellites. 


Dulles told the council in his 
speech that if the Russian earth 
satellites lead us to realize the 
magnitude of our peril it would 
be a good thing 

He 
three choices 

1. Try to make a deal or 
settlement with Russia 

2. Try to meet the threat 
alone 

3. Try to meet it in co-op- 
eration with other free na- 
tions 

The third choice, 
the only possible 
meeting what he called great 
peril This policy has been 
meeting the Soviet threat suc- 
cessfully since 1950, he said. 
There has been virtually no ex- 
tension of Soviet domain since 
then, Dulles declared. 

He said there is a great mili- 
tary danger from the Soviets 
but the recent great gains of 
the Communists, he said, have 
been made by subversion. 

What Russians Want. 

He said the Soviet govern- 
ment now is trying to make a 
deal with the United States 
with a promised relaxation of 
tension and peaceful co-exist- 
ence. 

The Russians, 
the United States to drop all 
bars on the sale to them of 
Strategic goods: the United 
States to acquiesce in the So- 
viet control over eastern 
Europe, and the United States 
either to demote or drop our 
Western allies. 

This is too heavy a price 
to pay for any agreement with 
the Soviet Union, Dulles said. 
because no country which ever 
made a deal with the Soviet 
Union ever got what the So- 
viet Union promised. He said 
the Russians have a long rec- 
ord of repudiated promises and 
agreements. 

On his return to Washington 
today, Dulles said he assumes 
United States field comman- 
ders in Europe would retaliate 
against any attack with “every- 
thing they have.” However, he 
added that he knew of no 
change in policy authorizing 
only the President to order use 
of nuclear weapons. He said 
he could not savy whether Pres- 
ident Eisenhower could dele- 
gate such authority to Ameri- 
can field commanders. 

Stevenson Sworn in. 

In Washington, the State 
Department belatedly disclosed 
today that Adlai Stevenson was 
sworn in yesterday morning as 
a foreign policy consultant and 
that he is on the payroll. The 
rate is about $50 a day on 
days the Democratic leader 
works for the Republican ad- 
ministration.

chairman, were selected, along 
with records of loans and other 
payments dating back several 
years 

While the committee is seek- 
ing evidence to support its 
charges that a substantial pe: 
centage of the 1700 delegates 
to the convention were not se- 
lected properly at the local 
level, it is even more inter- 
ested in the manner. any 
in which funds of the locals 
were manipulated to finance 
the obviously expensive cam-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

An editorial Monday, “Let the 
Aldermen Propose,” takes a clear, 
unequivocal and emphatic position 
that “‘constructive changes’” in 
city government can be wrought 
only by Charter amendment. It 
states that “Mr. Tucker says he 
will support any Charter amend- 
ment based on the work of the 
Board of Freeholders,” adding ex- 
pansively, that “The Mayor’s posi- 
tion is as clear as the Board's is 
fuzzy,” referring, of course, to the 
Board of Aldermen. 


A news story Tuesday was headed, 
“Poelker Plans Concerted Push for 
Central Tax Record System” and 
subtitled “Comptroller Is Told Pro- 
posal to Prevent Evasions Can Be 
Enacted Without Charter Amend- 
ment.” 


This proposal likely is based on 
‘the following Charter provisions: 

“Article XXV, Section 1. Changes 
in Administrative Provisions—The 
Board of Aldermen may... on the 
recommendation of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, dis- 
continue any division established 
by this Charter, create new or 
additional divisions, and determine, 
combine and distribute the func- 
tions and duties of divisions, of- 
ficers and employes.” 


The position of the Board of 
Aldermen on governmental reform, 
as I understood it, has been clear 
and unfuzzy ever since the last agi- 
tation for Charter reform began 
over two years ago. It is and has 
been the pursuit of a course to be 
taken in three logical and inter- 
dependent steps, namely: 


1. Achieve all desirable adminis- 
trative reforms which can be ac- 
complished without Charter change 
or legislative enactment. (See Ar- 
ticle XIII, Section 7, of the Char- 
ter.) 


2. Achieve all such further re- 
forms which require legislative en- 
actment after recommendation by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. Example: Mr. Poelker's 
above suggestion. 


3. Submit the residue of such re- 
forms to the people for enactment 
as Charter amendments. Example: 
Abolition of a ceiling on the 
Mayor’s and other salaries. 


Now obviously the above is be- 
yond reach without absolute good 
faith communication between the 
executive, administrative and legis- 
lative branches of government. This 
is emphasized by the fact that re- 
form by ordinance enactment can- 
not proceed except upon prior 
recommendation by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. 

Such communication is unlikely 
to thrive in an atmosphere of sus- 
picion born of contest generated 
between the executive and legisla- 
tive such as the above editorial 
portends. 

The Charter election of last 
August is over and done. Its many 
scars should be allowed to heal 
while we move steadily forward to- 
ward modern, efficient governmen- 
tal administration. No good com- 
munity end is served by the con- 
stant or occasional refreshment of 
the many bitternesses the Charter 
campaign aroused. 

Far better that such memories 
subside in a mutual, all around, 
bonafide effort at getting our city 
government on track toward mod- 
ernization. And all hands are 
needed with full power applied on 
the guide lines.

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Revolution in Transport 


A revolution in American transport is in prog- 
ress. Are we going to come out of it with a 
happenstance hodge-podge of rail, air, bus, truck 
and pipelines and inland waterways that “just 
growed”? Or are we going to construct, at last, 
a grand design for transportation in which every 
form will play its rational part? 

The accelerating pinch on the profits and cash 
of the railroads is what is pressing the matter 
to a decision. Railroads are indispensable to na- 
tional defense in time of emergency. They are 
indispensable to the efficiency and prosperity of 
our national industrial machine all the time. Yet 
the railroads are in deep distress, with passenger 
and freight traffic in flight to other forms of 
transportation. 

The presidents of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
and the Southern Pacific declare railroads are 
eventually going to have to get out of the pas- 


senger business altogether. An era of merger is 


in the works; one railroad president—Patrick B. 
McGinnis of the Boston & Maine—even pro- 
poses that the 36 railroads east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio should be combined into 
two big systems. Says the president of the Penn- 
sylvania, James M. Symes, whose railroad is 
talking merger with the New York Central: 


This country is now undergoing a com- 
plete change in transportation requirements. 
It is changing so rapidly that it presents a 
challenge to come up with a new national 
transportation policy. 


It presents in fact a challenge to come up with 
a national transportation policy for the first time 
in our history. Expert eyes ought to sweep the 
country with a full knowledge of its transporta- 
tion needs present and prospective, but still as 
if seeing it for the first time. 

If we had no transportation system of any 
sort, what forms of transport would we set to 
hauling what freight and passengers for what 
parts of the country, and in what combinations 
of companies? What system would provide both 
the lowest-cost and most efficient service for 
the shippers, and the healthiest business for the 
carriers? 

Without at least a beginning on a unified 
grand strategy for transportation, the Adminis- 
tration, the regulatory agencies and Congress 
cannot decide wisely in the next few years 
what railroad mergers to permit, or in what pat- 
terns; and cannot properly decide what com- 
binations of the various forms of transportation 
to allow. 

Many railroads want to get into the airline 
business, which they are barred from, and the 
trucking business, which it is difficult for them 
to get permission to enter. 

Very particularly a rationale for moving peo- 
ple and property should take into important 
consideration our newest and longest coast, the 
St. Lawrence waterway—how to integrate it into 
over-all transport in such a way as to make 
it perform the most good for the most people in 
the greatest possible area of our country. 

The dimensions of the problem are intimidat- 
ing. That is why no genuine attack has ever 
been made on it. 

But if the men with the imagination, the tech- 
nical knowledge, and the authority can be put 
to work, the nation can come out of the trans- 
port revolution with a far more serviceable sys- 
tem than the one with which we entered it.

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Criticism, But... 

Maybe Chang Po-chu understands now about 
criticism. Mr. Chang, the Chinese defense min- 
ister and managing director of Kwangming 
Daily, official organ of non-Communist parties 
in China, has just been fired from his news- 
paper job. He took seriously Boss Mao Tse- 
tung’s invitation for one and all to criticize the 
Communist party. In fact, he threw himself into 
it enthusiastically, and described Mao as “the 
first and biggest rascal in the history of China.” 

That's what we call criticism, but we're afraid 
it isn’t what people want when they invite crit- 
icism. Most people, we think—and we would 
put Mao’s name close to the top of the list, up 
near Abou Ben Adhem’s—want a sort of rever- 
sal of the “she’s a nice girl—but” treatment. 
She's a bad girl, but she’s a lot better than any- 
one else. No doubt Mr. Mao had it in mind to 
be called the first and worst rascal in his coun- 
try BUT still an intellect, a political genius and 
a patriot whose admiring fellow-countrymen 
would not swap him for all the tea in Mayfair. 

We don’t contend that's criticism, but suspect 
it comes pretty close to what many of our com- 
peers have in mind when they adjure us to tell 
them the worst about them, and kindly not to 
spare the horses.

A Cautipfis Withdrawal 

The Army intends to withdraw the last of its 
federal troops from Little Rock’s Central High 
School next Wednesday, but 900 federalized Ar- 
kansas National Guardsmen will remain on duty. 
The cautious troop removal is necessary because 
Gov. Faubus still clings to the idea that the only 
solution is to withdraw nine children from the 
school. 

Gov. Faubus, the Arkansas Gazette points out, 
“has developed no answer to the impasse he has 
created.” The Little Rock newspaper says the 
city’s school board was following an affirmative 
path toward integration “and had sold the courts 
and, we believe, the great majority of the people 
of Little Rock on it.” But Gov. Faubus has not 
been sold. 

Little Rock undoubtedly wants the troops to 
go. It is the Governor, and not the Govern- 
ment, who has kept the city from meeting its 
responsibility in its own way. It would be a 
great thing for Arkansas if the Governor would 
decide this time to help the city do that, instead 
of hindering it.

Tunisia Makes Votes 

France's 38-year-old Premier, Felix Gaillard, 
has won a decisive vote of confidence in the Na- 
tional Assembly and ironically he owes it, so it 
seems, to an American-created emergency. The 
vote was 255 to 191, with some 50 abstentions, 
and it came on his new Government's bill to 
grant him emergency financial powers to control 
wages and prices and to raise $240,000,000 in 
new taxes. 

But whether Premier Gaillard would have 
won without a new controversy over arms for 
Tunisia is problematical. Certainly he would 
not have won by so safe a margin. For while 
gendarmes were throwing armed cordons around 
the National Assembly building and guarding 
the United States Embassy, Foreign Minister 
Christian Pineau was in Washington to appeal 
directly to Secretary of State Dulles for a strict 
limitation on American arms in Tunisia. 

When the United States arms shipment was 
announced last week, Paris criticized it bitterly. 
Now the reports on the vote of confidence in 
the General Assembly say frankly that dissident 
elements united to provide a strong opposition 
to guns for Tunisia. 

The French objections are understandable, but 
so is the need for the United States apecifically 


and the Atlantic community generally to divorce 
themselves from the old-style colonialism in North 
Africa. It is to be hoped that conferences be- 
tween Secretary Dulles and Foreign Minister 
Pineau have worked out a durable formula for 
settling the issue satisfactorily to both sides. 
This is no time for another split in the Atlantie 
alliance. 
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NATO, Missiles and More 


Secretary Dulles’s statement about stockpiling 
nuclear weapons in Europe seems intended to 
pave the way for agreements to install missile 
bases in the NATO countries. 


Soviet Russia, exploiting its lead in inter- 
mediate-range missiles, has built launching plat- 
forms from which such missiles could be fired 
against American air bases in Europe and North 
Africa. If those air bases were neutralized, then 
one of the deterrents to Soviet attack in Europe 
would be weakened. Hence NATO military lead- 
ers are urging that the Soviet missile threat be 
countered by allied launching platforms in Eu- 
rope from which American intermediate mis- 
siles, when produced, could be fired. 


The military logic is no doubt sound, but it is 
understandable that the allies will want answers 
to several questions before they sign up. 

First the NATO nations may ask who will 
control the weapons stockpiled in their coun- 
tries. Under present American law, they can- 
not. The United States must retain control of 
its nuclear weapons. Last May, the NATO Coun- 
cil of Ministers heard a proposal for stockpiles 
permitting the NATO commander, now an Amer- 
ican, to supply the Allies with such weapons in 
an emergency. This may be the best answer. 

Meanwhile, however, the Allies know that the 
weapons stored in their lands are not theirs to 
use. They would have to accept risk without the 
power of decision, and that is difficult for any 
nation. 

Some of the Allies also may ask whether 
they want to store nuclear weapons and missiles 
{in any case. The fear expressed by some mem- 
bers of Britain’s Parliament, and elsewhere, is 
that a nation which becomes a missiles base also 
becomes an initial target of attack. This is a 
fundamental problem which has existed from 
the beginning of NATO, and before the inven- 
tion of missiles. So far the Allies have con- 
cluded that lack of preparedness is no guarantee 
of safety. 

This nuclear weapons problem is one of mak- 
ing NATO a fuller partnership. A solution means 
a wider sharing of both information and respon- 
sibility and not only in military affairs. It 
should mean renewed concern for the economic 
well-being of the free world. Missiles and 
rockets, as Adlai Stevenson reportedly told Mr. 
Dulles, are not enough to hold the free alliance 
together or to withstand Communist penetration. 

Of necessity, the first move is up to the 
United States. NATO looks to Washington, not 
only for nuclear weapons, but for leadership in 
pursuing common principles. 
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No Profit in a Rehash 


David M. Grant is right about one thing. No 
good can be served now by further rehashing 
of last summer’s Charter campaign.

Sometimes it is more entertaining to read a 
magazine a little late. Take, for example, the 
Nov. 18 issue of Sports Illustrated which was 
out early last week in anticipation of last Satur- 
day's football games. On the cover were the 
words “Why Oklahoma Is Unbeatable” and in- 
side, the leading article, handiwork of Tex 
Maule, was headed: 

a+$+x +f + b — invincibility 

This formula, explained Mr. Maule, “belongs 
to Oklahoma, where it was developed to equate 
with unbeatable football.” He then went on 
to tell the reader that a — mother lode, $ = re- 
ward, x ~ spirit, f ~ foe, and b — boss, all add- 
ing up to invincibility. 

In the light of what happened at Norman 
last Saturday afternoon, we have devised a new 
formula for Sports Illustrated. It goes like this: 

p + 7? + bov + ND + mk — fallibility 

Just in case our symbols are not immediately 
apparent to everyone, here is what they stand 
for: p ~ prophecy, ? ~ the chance you may be 
wrong, bov ~ boredom over victories, ND = Notre 
Dame and mk ~ missed kick. Put them all to 
gether and they spell “f-a-l-l-i-b-i-l-i-t-y” for any 
sports oracle. 
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Fair Taxes for More Revenue 

It is far from certain that the Government's 
income would be increased by reducing the 
rates of some taxes, as Representative Curtis of 
Webster Groves proposes. But he certainly is 
right in calling for a review of all forms of fed- 
eral taxation “to prevent the differentials from 
becoming preferentials.” 

Detailed studies of the tax laws caused the 
Harvard Business Review some time ago to 
raise an alarm against the “erosion” of the fed- 
eral tax structure. This study showed that Con- 
gress has tinkered so much with certain taxes, 
riddled them with so many loopholes, that the 
levies have little resemblance to what they orig- 
inally were meant to be. Many of the amend- 
ments were adopted for the benefit of small 
groups—in one case, for the benefit of a single 
individual. 

Representative Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, one 
of the closest students of taxation on Capitol 
Hill, frequently has called attention to the exclu- 
sions, deductions and exemptions which make the 
tax burden unfairly easy for some and unfairly 
heavy for others. He has pointed out, by way 
of illustration, that in 1955 the national income 
was 303 billion dollars but that only 125 billions 
were reported for taxation. If a larger portion 
of the national income were taxed, he argues, it 
would be possible to reduce taxes in all brack- 
ets. At least, the Government's income would 
be considerably increased.

Russia’s attitude toward science has 
no doubt contributed to its success in 
perfecting missiles. But to assume 
from this that the Soviet school sys- 
tem is better than ours in all respects 
would be a mistake. 


Russian education can be summed 
up in one word: conformity. Each 
Soviet pupil must memorize and obey 
a 20-point code which tells him that 
his primary duty in life is to serve 
the state. There is no freedom in the 
choice of courses. There is no oppor- 
tunity to develop initiative either by 
teachers or by pupils. Political teach- 
er-spies snoop about the classrooms 
to report deviations. When it comes 
to college, only 8 to 12 per cent of 
Russian youth is admitted (compared 
to 25 per cent here). 

As emphasis on the sciences has in- 
creased, study of humanities has de- 
clined. Languages are important only 
as a means toward technological 
progress. History is barely mentioned, 
and there is not a word about gov- 
ernment. 

Two conclusions can be drawn from 
comparing the two systems. 

First, the source of Russia's success 
in science lies not in its political 
theories or its regimented classrooms, 
but in the tangible advantages of be- 
ing a teacher of science in the Soviet 
Union. These benefits, in the way of 
higher prestige and pay, can be 
adopted in this country without any 
change in our system of education. 

Second, the source of our moral 
strength lies in the freedom of our 
schools, which encourages initiative 
and responsibility. These advan- 
tages can never be attained under the 
Soviet system, and in the long run 
the ability to invent a Sputnik is less 
important than knowing what to do 
about it.

Many-Sided Man 


THE LIFE OF. HILAIRE BELLOC, bY 
Robert Spesight. (Farrar, Straus 
Cudahy, 552 pgs. $6.50.) 


Catholicism had ardent champions 
in G. K. Chesterton and Hilaire Belloe 
during the early decades of this cen- 
tury. Both were big men, physically 
and otherwise; both were brilliant, ec- 
centric and loved controversy, and 
both were versatile men of letters. 

It is natural to compare them after 
reading the authorized biography of 
Belloc by Robert Speaight, who knew 
and admired his subject. From this 
account it would seem that Belloc’s 
flamboyance of manner lacked the 
ease and buoyancy of Chesterton's 
and that his wit was strained along- 
side the other’s heartiness. 

Belloc had an odd duality of nature, 

partly because he was never quite 
sure whether he was English or 
French. He was born in France, in 
1870; went to school in England; took 
his military service 
in France, then be- 
came a British citi- 
zen and made Sus- 
sex his home. Al- 
though primarily a 
writer, he served 
twice as Liberal 
M.P. for Salford. 
An admitted “sen- 
sualist,” he was 
completely devoted 
to his wife and 
never wavered in 
his faith after his 
—_ . 
What hurt him 
Hilaire Belloe most after his days 
at Oxford was his failure to win the 
All Souls fellowship on which he had 
set his heart. He felt that his show- 
ing as a scholar in history merited 
this and his failure distressed him the 
rest of his life. It would have given 
his career direction, for without that 
security he was forced into grinding 
out all sorts of literary pieces, and to 
lecturing ceaselessly, even in America, 
in order to keep going. 

He liked walking as much as learn- 
ing. While a young man he trudged 
across the United States to see his 
girl in California and, in later years, 
twice crossed the Pyrenees and took 
“The Path to Rome” which resulted 
in one of his most remarkable books. 
He also loved the sea. 

This many-sided man wrote history, 
biography, novels, essays—to the ex- 
tent of 150 volumes. He had a genuine 
lyric gift and will be remembered for 
his children’s tales. Many prized his 
nonsense verse. 

Speaight writes of Belloc with an 
evident attempt at objectivity, not 
glossing over his faults. Possibly he 
could have emphasized more that seri- 
ous flaw—Belloc’s violent anti-Sem- 
itism. But the biographer never pulls 
his punches on Belloc’s egoistic nature 
or the contrariness which placed many 
on guard in his presence. 

Once, at a gathering of priests, Bel- 
loc banged his hat down and shouted:

Mizzou Not Likely 
To Defeat Jayhawks. 
ISSOURI never has 
edged ahead of Kansas 
in football’s oldest rival- 
ry between colleges west of 
the Mississippi and, unfortu- 
nately for the Tigers, the 
only previous time the State 
U. had the chance to move 
ahead of the Jayhawks, their 
prospects were even more 
feeble than now. 

Down through the years of 
Don Faurot’s football admin- 
istration at Columbia, ability 
to win the traditional big 
one, the bread - and - butter 
ball game, was a highlight 
and, realistically, the main 
factor for one coach remain- 
ing on the job 20 years in a 
pressure -cooker profession. 
However, Faurot’s ineffective 
1955 team muffed the oppor- 
tunity to go ahead in the 
ancient gridiron fuss. 

Although the Tigers two 
years ago won only one 
game, Kansas was weak, too, 
and Faurot had reason to be 
hopeful in the biennial trek 
to Lawrence, but the Jay- 
hawks took a poorly-played 
game, 13-7. “We could have 
won that one,” the former 
coach remembered ruefully 
the other day. 

Faurot, who took over at 
Mizzou at a time the Tigers 
hadn’t even scored on Kan- 
sas in six years, saw the 
Black and Gold dip its colors 
to the Jayhawks only five 
times during his lengthy 
term. As a result, Missouri 
again pulled even with K.U, 
by giving Faurot a thrilling 
going-away present last year, 
a final-minute 15-13 tri- 
umph. 

The way this season began, 
with Kansas _ floundering 
under Chuch Mather and 
Missouri playing smartly 
under Frank Broyles, the 
Tigers seemed almost certain 
—as certain as anything ever 
can be in the 66-year-old 
series—to take the lead for 
the first time. 

In recent weeks, however, 
the Jayhawks have realized 
finally a good squad’s poten- 
tial. The Tigers, meanwhile, 
have shown the effects, 
apparently, of the strain in 
playing and winning the 
close ones. The listless team 
that blocked and _ tackled 
only half-heartedly a week 
ago against Kansas State 
probably would be run out 
of Lawrence Saturday. 

Although Mather resigned 
in mid-season, a Kansas vic- 
tory over the bitter border 
rivals from Missouri could 
result in an unusual request 
that the coach reconsider. 
Broyles, of course, won't lose 
his job if he loses, but both 
he and his players will have 
lost the prestige they gained 
through admirable efforts 
against Vanderbilt, Southern 
Methodist and Colorado.

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Bonus Shot Allowed Only 
After Six Fouls in a Half 


By Robert Morrison 
Eddie Hickey, of the offensive school, and Blair Gullion, 
strong believer in defense, are agreed about the changed bonus 


free throw rule for college basketball this season. They don’t 
like it. 

The coaching veterans of St. 
Louis and Washington univer- 
sities see it as a step backward 
in the evolution of the game. 

This season the bonus rule 
will give the free thrower a 
second free throw opportunity 
if the first one is successful— 
only after the offending team 
has committed six personal 
fouls in a half. 

Previously the bonus was 
provided throughout. The ob- 
jection leading to the modera- 
tion of the rule was that the 
free throw had become too im- 
portant a factor in the outcome 
of a game. 

The Why of Objection. 

Hickey, taking a long view of 
the apparent trend, said the 
action reducing the penalty on 
fouling further controverted a 
situation the rules makers had 
been trying to correct over 
several seasons. 

“It had become profitable to 
be a fouling team,” he recalled. 
“Then a year ago, after trying 
to correct this, the rules mak- 
ers gave the inside free-throw 
lane positions to the defensive 
team so that it was 99 per cent 
sure of getting the bail. This 
ee the penalty for foul- 
ng. 

“Now the new rule is a move 
in the same direction, tending 
further to take us back to the 
time when there was not just- 
ness in the penalty for foul- 
ing.” 

The new rule, added Hickey, 
will be an advantage to coaches 
and teams who have aggressive,

Coaching Minimized. 


As a coach in an unsub- 
sidized program, Gullion re- 
sented the new rule’s removing 
one more area in which eoach- 
ing could help make up for 
lack of top player talent. 

“By teaching fundamentals 
of free throw shooting, we had 
a better chance to beat certain 
teams under the old bonus 
rule,” he said. 

Other college rules changes 
include restrictions against a 
player of either side (instead 
of just the defensive team) 
touching the ball or basket 
when the ball is on or within 
the hoop or in the cylinder 
above it. 

There is also a provision for 
a technical foul to be called 
against stalling. It puts the re- 
sponsibility for continuing ac- 
tion on the score-trailing team, 
or, if the score is tied, on the 
defensive team. 

Urges Third Official. 


“The outcourt official will be 
charged with watching the ball 
‘on the board,” Hickey observed, 
“and the new = restrictions 
against the offensive player in 
that area puts a greater burden 
than ever on the officials. It’s 
another reason for having what 
I've long advocated—a _ third 
official.”’

Closer Ties With Our Allies 


NEW YORK. 


I HOPE that Adlai Steven- 
son, in consulting with the 
President on closer ties with 
our Allies, will be able to 
bring about some long-range 
planning and develop some 
new lines of thought on mili- 
tary as well as economic de- 
fense. 


There is no question that all 
of us have felt that these ties 
with our Allies, which were 
hurt by the Suez crisis, must 
be strengthened. And they 
must not only be military ties 
but real understanding, will- 
ingness to co-operate to 
strengthen our economic posi- 
tion and mutual aid toward 
peace in the world. 


It seems to me that, for the 
time being at least, the West- 
ern Allies who represent a free 
world must work together to 
retain a balance of military 
power until a real beginning 
on disarmament can be made. 


THE CAPITALIST and Com- 
munist economies certainly can 
exist in the same world. But 
as long as the Soviets feel that 
capitalism must be fought by 
every possible means, including 
military strength, we cannot be 
sure that they will not stir up 
small wars in different parts 
of the world simply to harass 
and weaken economies and 
governments . different than 
their own. 

Control over men’s minds 
and their whole lives, exer- 
cised by the Soviet Union and 
other Communist states, is one 
thing anyone who has known 
real freedom is unwilling to 
accept. Even in democracies 
like the United States one must 
constantly be on guard to pre- 
serve freedom, for there are 
always those seeking to curtail 
the liberties of others. There 
must be a continual watchful- 
ness against control both by 
Fascism and Communism. 


I BELIEVE it would be well 
for the United States to put all 
of its effort into reaching some 
kind of agreement on the con- 
trol and tests of nuclear weap- 
ons and then to review our 
whole setup. We cannot de- 
pend upon nuclear weapons, 
because both the Soviet Union 
and ourselves surely realize 
that a nuclear war, which 
threatens to destroy the whole 
world, is unthinkable. 

Therefore, we must build up 
our capacity to fight without 
nuclear weapons any small 
wars which the Soviets may 
stir up. This means reconsid- 
eration of our draft system, 
using our manpower to the 
best possible advantage with as 
little disruption of the lives 
of our young people as pos- 
sible. 

And while we must have a 
whole citizenry able to fight, 
if necessary, in these small 
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wars, it is equally important 
to keep up our productive ca- 
pacity. This capacity is af- 
fected by the work of our pro- 
fessional people as well as that 
of management and workers in 
our industries. 

Therefore, from my point of 
view, a real rethinking of our 
whole defense mechanism is 
needed and I hope Mr. Steven- 
son will be able to help bring 
this about.

THERE IS A HOUSE in 
Cuernavaca where Helen Hayes 
can lie in bed and watch the 
valley of Mexico’s two snow- 
capped volcanoes, Popocatepetl 
and Ixtaccihuatl. Always a per- 
son who likes to gaze into dis- 
tance, Miss Hayes was charmed 
by the changing lights and 
colors on. the two peaks. This 
was the house she bought to 
retire to. She has been on the 
stage for 52 years, beginning 
when she was six. 

She would be in Cuernavaca 
now serenely contemplating the 
mountains, if it had not been 
for Robert Whitehead, the pro- 
ducer.

Burton appear with her. 

What impelled her to return 
to Broadway? 

“My friends and my agents 
kept telling me that I owed it 
to the public to remain on the 
stage,” said Miss Hayes. “I 
sneered at that. I just don’t 
believe anyone who tells me I 
have a responsibility to the 
public. There’s always someone 
else to give the public what it 
wants. There’s such great tal- 
ent these days. It was just my 
agents’ subtle way of trying 
to get me to go back to work. 

“At that point, Bob White- 
head gave me the Anouilh play 
to read. The moment I read 
it I was gone. It would take 
something like that to lure 
me back. I'm not working for 
the sake of promoting my ca- 
reer. I am just greedy. I 
couldn't bear to think of any- 
one else getting this role. There 
is not one actress I could think 
of I wished that well.” 

The role is that of the Duch- 
ess of Pont-an-Bronc, a white- 
haired romantic, Miss Hayes 
described as “delicious.”

It is likely that this will 
be the last play that Miss 
Hayes will appear in.

A Great Council, made up 
of 60 members, passes laws for 
the nation.
